58. Consumer Price Index 


Notes :— 
1. For current statistical purposes, the Consumer Price Index replaces both the “C’” Series Retail Price 
Index (first compiled in 1921) and the Interim Retail Price Index (constructed as a transitional index in 1954). 


2. The Consumer Price Index measures variations in prices of commodities and services as affecting a high 
proportion of the expenditure of wage earner households. Changes in the pattern of this expenditure since 
1950 have been reflected in the index by the introduction of additional items and altered weighting patterns. 
The new index is more comprehensive than the earlier indexes.

59. Basic Wages (per week) for Adult Males and Females, Sydney 
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For State Awards, the amounts shown to February, 1959, represent the basic wage together with so much 
of any margin and any further amount necessary to make the minimum wage payable equivalent to 75 per 
cent. of the basic wage for males. Following the increase in the basic wage to the 75 per cent. equivalent, 
the amount shown from February, 1959, is the basic wage exclusive of any margin. This change was applied 
in State Awards from different dates, beginning in March, 1959. 


Quarterly adjustments for movements in retail prices were discontinued in September, 1953, in both Com- 
monwealth and State Awards. They were restored in State Awards in November, 1955, but were again 
discontinued from June, 1964. 


60. Weighted Average Minimum Weekly Wage Rates, N.S.W. 


Notes :— 
I. The indexes of minimum wage rate embrace a representative range of occupations and are based on the 
occupation and industry structures in 1954. The wage rates used in the indexes are the rates payable for 
a full week’s work (excluding overtime), as prescribed in the relevant industrial awards, determinations, and 
agreements. The rural industries are excluded from the indexes.
